The Applicant submits this petition to revive the subject application from 
unintentional abandonment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b). For convenience, the Applicant 
reproduces § 1.137(b) here: 

"(b) Unintentional. If the delay in reply by applicant or patent owner was unintentional, a 
petition may be filed pursuant to this paragraph to revive an abandoned application, a 
reexamination proceeding terminated under §§ 1.550(d) or 1.957(b) or (c), or a lapsed patent. A 
grantable petition pursuant to this paragraph must be accompanied by: 

(1) The reply required to the outstanding Office action or notice, unless previously 
filed; 
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(2) The petition fee as set forth in §

(3) A statement that the entire delayfin filing the required reply from the due date for 
the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to this paragraph was 
unintentional. The Director may Require additional information where there is a 
question whether the delay was ifnintentional; and 

(4) Any terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in § 1 .20(d)) required pursuant to 
paragraph (d) of this section." f

Applicant filed a petition April 24, 2007 under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment of the above identified application. The Applicant provided a 
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copy of the formal drawings and a post card receipt indicating the formal drawings. The 
petition was dismissed because the petitioner "failed to prove a request and payment for a 
two-month extension of time were filed with the drawings". Applicant notes that a copy 
of a Petition and Fee for Extension of Time und 37 CFR 1.136(a), stamped with 
acknowledgement of receipt in the Production Control Publishing Division at the USPTO 
on November 12, 1999, was provided in the petition filed April 24, 2007. Accordingly, 
the Applicant believes the dismissal of the petition request may have been in error. 
However, as suggested in the decision on the petition, mailed August 14, 2007, Applicant 
submits a petition to revive based on unintentional abandonment under 37 CFR 1 .137(b). 

Applicant includes herewith a reply in the form of a copy of the post card 
indicating the formal drawings filed and showing the USPTO receipt stamp dated 
November 12, 1999. A copy of a Petition and Fee for Extension of Time under 37 CFR 
1.136(a), stamped with acknowledgement of receipt in the Production Control Publishing 
Division at the USPTO on November 12, 1999, is also included herewith. Accordingly, 
it is believed that no additional fees are required, however, in the event that additional 
fees are required, the Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge payment to Deposit 
Account 09-0449. 

The Applicant includes the petition fee set forth in § 1.1 7(m). 

The application became abandoned because the failure to prosecute was an 
unintentional delay. The entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date until 
the filing of this petition to revive was unintentional. 

No terminal disclaimer is believed to be required with this petition. 

Finally, the Applicant includes herewith a copy of a new Tower of Attorney' and 
a ' Change of Correspondence Address', with stamped acknowledgement of receipt in the 
OIPE at the USPTO on March 3, 2008. 
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The Applicant requests favorable action on this petition at the earliest 
convenience of the Office. Please proceed with further examination of this application on 
the basis of the original papers filed (attached herewith), which have now reached the 
appropriate area of the PTO.
